LATE TELEGRAMS. 


Genoral Do Wet the Bore. 
February 7.—Genieral Do Wet with forty 
followers representing the extreme Duteh, 
had a two hours’ interviow with Mr Chan- 
berlain. There were heatod proceedings, 

Goneral De Wet accusing the Govornment 

of contravening tha Voreeniging ierms, 

* Mr Chamberlain refused tho address and 

rebuked the Delegates for presenting -an 

address which was insulting inasmech aa it 
impugned the good faith of himself and, the 

@overnment. 

Lavr,—Mr Chamberlain replying to the 
address prorented by General Do Wet and 
others, ou Friday, refuted seriutim, the 
accusations of s broach of the peace terms. 

The address further complained that tho 

Government was unsympathetic. Mer 
* Chamberlain replied that tho Government 

was working night and day and spending 
millions ta ‘restora tho country for which 
thoy had hitherto received not a word of 
thanks. If os persixted in a policy of 
grumbling insatiability he would 
despair of conciliation and would advise the 
Government to stay its hand, 

General De Wet replied that co-oparation 
was impossible while his ‘brothers and 
General Christian Botha represented tha 
people ; the country would not consont to 
‘bo ruled by them.
